Polls will open for voting by ballot on Articles 1 to 13 at 9:00 A.M. and will 
close at 7:00 P.M., unless the Town votes to keep the polls open to a later 
hour. All other Articles will be considered at the business meeting which 
Will start at 9:15 A.M. 


ARTICLE 1: To vote by non-partisan ballot for the following Town Officers: 
One Overseer of Public Welfare to serve for a term of 1 year; 

One Road Agent to serve for a term of 1 year; 

One Selectman to serve for a term of 3 years; 

One Trustee of Trust Funds to serve for a term of 2 years; 

One Trustee of Trust Funds to serve for a term of 3 years;

ARTICLE 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #1 as pro- 
posed by the Planning Board for the Lyme Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


The fifteen foot width for an access way in the Steep Slope, Flood Prone 
Area, Wetland and Shoreland Conservation Districts will be removed and 
no width specified in order to allow access ways in those districts, by spe- 
cial exception, which conform with Town road standards. 

(Majority nonpartisan official ballot vote required.)

ARTICLE 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #2 as pro- 
posed by the Planning Board for the Lyme Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Amend Section 8.24: Expansion of Existing Structures and Construction of 
Accessory Buildings Within or Into the Conservation Protection Districts, will 
be amended to assure that all expansion and construction in the Flood 
Prone Area Conservation District is done in accordance with the "Flood- 
plain Development Ordinance of the Town of Lyme" (formerly the "Flood 
Hazard Area Building Code for the Town of Lyme"), 


A new subsection, E, will be added as follows: all expansion and construc- 
tion in the Flood Prone Area Conservation District is done in accordance 
with Floodplain Development Ordinance for the Town of Lyme (formerly 
the "Flood Hazard Area Building Code for the Town of Lyme"), 

(Majority nonpartisan official ballot vote required.) 

(Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 4: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #3 as pro- 
posed by the Planning Board for the Lyme Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


To amend Section 3.256: To make the purpose of Section 3.256, the

Amend the definition of "water course" so that it reads: (Addition in bold), 
Any and all brooks, rivers and streams whether intermittent or not, except 
drainage ways carrying only temporary runoff from snow melt or storms. 
(Majority nonpartisan official ballot vote required.)

ARTICLE 6: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #5 as pro- 
posed by the Planning Board for the Lyme Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Throughout the Zoning Ordinance, the term "conservation easement" will 
be changed to "easement" where the intention is to create or use a doc- 
ument to implement the provisions of the Ordinance rather than to cre- 
ate a permanent conservation restriction (eg. Sections 4.46 D and 4.64 B). 
(Majority nonpartisan official ballot vote required.)

ARTICLE 7: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #6 as pro- 
posed by the Planning Board for the Lyme Zoning Ordinance as follows:

2) If the total length exceeds 1000 feet, the width shall allow emergency 
vehicles to pass at a minimum of 1000 foot intervals.

Driveways with grades of 11%, but not more than 14%, may be permitted 
by special exception subject to the provisions of Section 10.50 and stan- 
dards 2) and 3), above. 


Amend Section 4.61 B 3 fo read: Access ways which meet the conditions 
of Section 4.54 and rights of way for overhead power...(no further 
change, addition in bold). 


Amend Section 4.62 B 1 to read: Access ways with a maximum grade of 
14% which meet the conditions of Section 4.54 2) and 3), 


Amend Section 4.63 B 3 to read: Road crossings of water courses, access 
ways which meet the conditions of Section 4.54, and rights of way...(no 
further change, addition in bold). 


Amend Section 4.65 B 3 to read: Access ways which meet the condition 
of Section 4.54 and rights of way...(no further change, addition in bold), 
(Majority nonpartisan official ballot vote required.) 

(Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 11: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #10 as pro- 
posed by the Planning Board for the Lyme Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


The permitted lot coverage presented in Table 5.1 would be changed 
from 4% in the Rural District and 2% in the East Lyme District to 12% in both 
districts, and the third footnote to that Table would be changed fo allow 
lot coverage of up to 26,000 (rather than 14,000) square feet in all but the 
village districts.

ARTICLE 13: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #12 as pro- 
posed by the Planning Board for the Lyme Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Add a new Section 8.40, Creation of Non-Conforming Lots with Existing 

Residences by Special Exception, and sets forth conditions under which 
the creation of those lots could be permitted by special exception. The 
conditions are: 


1) The lot is already developed as a residential lot at the time of the appli- 
cation. 


2) No residential building lots are created. 
3) The criteria for lot size averaging set forth in Section 4.46 can not be met. 


4) The acreage, frontage and other characteristics of the land separated 
from the non-conforming lot with existing residence may not be used to 
satisfy the acreage or dimensional requirements for development or sub- 
division of any lot. . 


5) All other dimensional requirements of this Ordinance are met to the 
extent reasonably feasible and practicable as determined by the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment. 

(Majority nonpartisan official ballot vote required.)

ARTICLE 14: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #13 as pro- 
posed by the Planning Board for the Lyme Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Amend Section 4.46 D by replacing the second sentence with: Such 
easement may be modified or released by the Planning Board at such 
time as the conditions necessitating the easement no longer exist, provid- 
ed such modification or release results in a situation which meets the 
requirements of the Ordinance in effect. 

(Majority nonpartisan official ballot vote required.) 

(Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 15: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #14 as pro- 
posed by the Planning Board for the Lyme Zoning Ordinance as follows:

Amend Section 5.22 A 1. so that it reads: (Addition in bold) The minimum 
distance between sewage disposal systems and water bodies, water 
courses, wetlands and drainage ways shall be.... 

(Majority nonpartisan official ballot vote required.) 

(Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 17: Are you in favor of the adoption of the "Floodplain Develop- 
ment Ordinance for the Town of Lyme" amending what was formerly 
known as the "Flood Hazard Area Building Code" for the Town of Lyme. To 
continue to have Lyme property owners qualify for the federally subsi- 
dized flood insurance, Lyme must adopt the Flood Insurance Rate Map 
(FIRM) to replace Flood Hazard Boundary Map (FHMB) to meet minimum 
requirements of Section 60.3 (b) of the National Flood Insurance Program. 
Regulations overlay and supplement the Zoning Ordinance. 


a. The amendments include new definitions: "Breakaway Wall," "FEMA," 
"Flood Insurance Rate Map," Highest Adjacent Grade," "Historic Structure," 
"Mean Sea Level," "Regulatory Floodway," and "Substantial Damage." 


b. The language of the requirements is more general. 


c. The person designated to enforce the Ordinance is the Zoning Adminis- 
trator. 


d. There is a new section directing requests for variances and appeals to 
the Zoning Board of Adjustment. 

(Majority nonpartisan official ballot vote required.)

ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 79- 
A:25-a to account for revenues received from the land use change tax in 
a fund separate from the general fund? Any surplus remaining in the land 
use change tax fund shall not be part of the general fund until such time 
as the legislative body shall have had the opportunity at an annual meet- 
ing to vote to appropriate a specific amount from the land use change 
tax fund for any purpose not prohibited by the laws or by the constitution 
of this state. Affer an annual meeting any unappropriated balance of the 
land use change tax revenue received during the prior fiscal year shall be 
recognized as general fund revenue for the current fiscal year. 

(Majority vote by nonofficial ballot required.) 


(After the monies collected go into the Land Use Change Tax 
Fund, 50% of the monies collected still will go into the Conserva- 
tion Commission Fund. The remaining 50% of the monies collected 
will stay in the Land Use Change Tax Fund, however, and may be 
appropriated at the following Town Meeting for a specific pur- 
pose. If the Town does not appropriate the money for a specific 
purpose, the monies in the Land Use Change Tax Fund will go 
back into the general fund to reduce taxes.) 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise money to establish a Capi- 
tal Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1, to be titled the "Major 
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Highway Rebuilding Fund," for the purpose of completing major highway 
repair projects and to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars ($25,000) to be placed in this fund. 

(Recommended by the Budget Committee.) (Majority vote required.) 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate funds and make 
payment to the following Capital Reserve and Trust Funds for the purpos- 
es set forth in the Budget as submitted by the Budget Committee as fol- 
lows: 


Bridge Reserve $5,000 
Equipment Reserve, Vehicle $27,500 
Equipment Reserve, Heavy $12,500 
Emergency Major Equipment Rebuilding $3,000 
Property Reappraisal $10,000 
Major Hignway Rebuilding Fund $25,000 


(Majority vote required.) 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate funds and autho- 
rize the Selectmen as agents for the Town to withdraw and expend such 
funds from the Capital Reserve and Trust Funds for the purposes set forth 
in the Budget as submitted by the Budget Committee as follows: 


Emergency Major Equipment Rebuilding $16,700 
Light Equipment Capital Reserve (for a copier) $5,500 
Bessie Hall Trust Fund $5,500 


(Majority vote required.) 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Light Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund. The Light Equipment Capital Reserve Fund was cre- 
ated in 1988 for the purchase of "tractors, mowers, office equipment, etc." 
Said funds, with accummulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be 
expended under Warrant Article 21. After expending the monies in this 
account, any remaining funds are to be transferred to the Town's Gener- 
al Fund. 

(Majority vote required.) 


ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate funds and autho- 
rize the Selectmen as agents for the Town to expend such funds up to the 
amount of $5,500 to pay for the title work and survey work associated 
with preparation for a petition to layout Wilmot Way as a Class V Road. 
(By Petition.) (Majority vote required.) 

(Recommended by the Budget Committee.) 


(The property owners of property abutting Wilmot Way intend to 
petition the Board of Selectmen to layout Wilmot Way as a Class V 
Town Road. The purpose of this warrant article is to correct an 
error made by the Planning Board at the time of the original subdi- 
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vision. In order to correct this problem, the Board of Selectmen 
needs title searches of the land in question, a tifle opinion, and 
deeds prepared. In addition, the Board of Selectmen needs a sur- 
vey of the land to be deeded. The costof the survey is estimated 
to be between $1,500 and $2,000. The cost of the legal work is esti- 
mated to be between $2,500 and $3,500.) 


ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray the Town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same, as recommended in the Budget by the 
Budget Committee.

ARTICLE 26: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
men, pursuant to RSA 31:3, to execute and exchange quitclaim deeds 
with Calvin E. Knights, Trustee of the Calvin E. Knights Revocable Trust u/a 
dated January 22, 1992, to establish the common boundary line between 
the lands of the Calvin E. Knights Revocable Trust (Tax Map 420/Lot 15, 
Book 1908/Page 966), and the lands of the Town of Lyme (Tax Map 
421/Lot 1) as more particularly shown on a Plan to be recorded with the 
Quitclaim Deeds. The plan is set forth on a survey prepared by K.A. LeClair 
Associates, Inc., of Hanover, New Hampshire entitled "Town of Lyme, 
Resevoir Pond, Lyme, New Hampshire, Proj. No. 61781A." dated July 14, 
1988, to be recorded with the Quitclaim Deeds. Both the Town lot and the 
Knights lot are located on Resevoir Pond.

(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen.) 


ARTICLE 27: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply for, contract for, and accept from the Federal or State Govern- 
ment, or any subdivision thereof, or from private corporations, or individu- 
als, funds, including any funds from the NH Land Conservation Investment 
Program RSA 221-A, equipment, services, or grants-in-aid relative to relief 
from disaster, or for any purpose consistent with public need and benefit, 
and to authorize the Selectmen to disburse such funds as they deem nec- 
essary. (Majority vote required.) 


ARTICLE 28: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the public library 
trustees to apply for, accept and expend, without further action by the 
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Town Meeting, money from the state, federal or other governmental unit 
or a private source which becomes available during the fiscal year, in 
accordance with RSA 202-A:4-C, (Majority vote required.) 


ARTICLE 29: To hear reports of Agents, Auditors, or Committees or other 
Officers heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 
(Majority vote required.) 


ARTICLE 30: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to bor- 
row money in anticipation of the tax revenues, as provided under the 
Municipal Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33. (Majority vote required.) 


ARTICLE 31: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell 
at public auction or by advertised sealed bids any real estate acquired 
by the Town through tax collector's deeds provided, however, that 
instead the Selectmen in their discretion may reconvey such real estate 
to the previous owner or to the heirs and/or divisees of such previous | 
owner if they deem such action advisable. (Majority vote required.) 


ARTICLE 32: To see if the Town will vote to recommend to the Board of 
selectmen to set the opening of the polls for 7:00 A.M. for Town elections, 
state primaries, state general elections, Presidential preference primaries, 
and federal elections, and all other matters requiring an official ballot 
vote. 


ARTICLE 33: To see if the Town will vote to make recycling mandatory and 
to authorize the Selectmen to enact any such regulations that may be 
necessary to enforce mandatory recycling, after a noticed public hear- 
ing, without a vote of the Town Meeting. (Majority vote required.) 


ARTICLE 34: To transact any other business that may legally be brought 
before this Town Meeting.

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TOWN RECREATION AREA BY-LAW 


The Town of Lyme at the Annual Town Meeting held on March 9, 1993, 
adopts the following ordinance: 


1. Purpose and Authority: This By-law is enacted pursuant to the authority 
granted to the Town to make by-laws as provided in RSA 31:39. The pur- 
pose of this by-law is to protect and preserve the Town Recreation Proper- 
ty on Post Pond for the use and benefit of all citizens. 


2. General Regulations: The following regulations apply to the entire 
Recreation Area at Post Pond including Chase Beach, Memorial Field, the 
Arnie Pushee Basketball Court and the Tennis Courts, and shall be 
observed at all times: 


a, All motor vehicles shall be located and/or kept on the road or in the 
parking lot and not at any time allowed in the beach or field area, 


b. No alcoholic beverages shall be allowed in the beach, courts or play- 
ing fields. Any person carrying alcoholic beverages into these areas will 
be ordered to leave and may be prosecuted for the violation of this by- 
law. 


c. No camping or overnight activities are permitted without the prior writ- 
ten permission of the Recreation Committee. 


d. The Lyme Recreation Area is open during daylight hours only. 


e. All litter and trash will be deposited in marked containers or carried 
away. 


f. Vendors or peddlers shall not be allowed without the prior written per- 
mission of the Recreation Committee. 


g. No fires of any kind are allowed except fires in a fireplace or a raised 
barbeque grill or after a permit is obtained from the Town Forest Fire Warden, 


h, Groups wishing to use Lyme’s recreation facilities must obtain specific 
written permission from the Recreation Committee. 


|. Lyme’s recreation facilities are for the use of Lyme residents. The Recre- 
ation Committee has the authority to limit use by non-residents. 


3, Chase Beach Regulations: 


a, All domestic animals shall be located and/or kept on the road or in the 
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parking lot and not at any time allowed in the beach area from May 
through September. 


b. No person may fish from the beach area at any time. 
c. No running on or diving from docks, 
d. No swimming under the docks or float. 


The following regulations apply when Chase Beach is officially open and 
Lifeguards are on duty: 


a. The waters defined by the floating rope barriers shall be entered only 
from the beach area. No person shall swim into or out of such waters from 
any other area. 


b, No person shall operate or sail any boat of any kind within 25 feet of 
the designated swimming area. Boats may not come ashore on or be 
launched from Chase Beach. 


c. No flotation devices may be used. 

d, Use of the beach and swimming area may be restricted at designated 
times for Recreation Committee programs such as swimming instruction or 
courses in water or boat safety. 

e. All persons in the Chase Beach area or in the designated swimming 
area shall at all times follow the directions of the Lifeguards. Any person 
who refuses to follows such directions may be ordered to leave. Use of 
profanilty, boisterous behavior or uncooperative conduct which impinges 
on the rights of others to enjoy the beach will not be tolerated. 

4. Basketball and Tennis Court Regulations: 

a, Bikes, skateboards or other wheeled vehicles are prohibited at all times. 


b. Soft-soled shoes must be worn at all times.

. Memorial Field Regulations: 
a. Blcycles and other vehicles are prohibited. 


b. The use, scheduling and improvement of the softball/baseball field is

EXPLANATION OF PROPOSED ZONING AMENDMENTS 


When the Zoning Ordinance was first presented by the Planning Board, 
we were informed that the document was not cast in concrete and that 
changes would be made. Over the years, we have seen a number of 
amendments made. This year there seems to be a particularly large num- 
ber of amendments of them. These proposed amendments have come 
from a number of different sources including residents, the Selectmen, the 
Zoning Administrator and members of the ZBA. We hope these explana- 
tions will help those of you who were unable to come to the Public Hear- 
ings to understand them. 


1) The Ordinance allows by special exception access ways with a maxi- 
mum width of 15 feet in the Steep Slope, Flood Prone Area, Wetland and 
Shoreland Conservation Districts. This amendment would remove the 15 
foot restriction and leave no maximum width specified. The 15 foot width 
only allows driveways but the unrestricted width would allow wider access

way (roads) as a special exception. 


2) Section 8.24 deals with expansion of existing structures and construc- 
tion of accessory buildings within or into Conservation Protection Districts. 
This amendment specifies that all building in the Flood Prone Area Con- 
servation District conforms to the Floodplain Development Ordinance. The 
voters of Lyme agreed that we would be covered by the National Flood 
Insurance Program which allows landowners in the Flood Prone Area Dis- 
trict to get mortgages from Federally insured banks. In return for this cov- 
erage, any activity in the Flood Prone Area (an area designated by the 
Federal Government) must meet Federal requirements or we lose the 
insurance coverage. Federal requirements are spelled out in the Flood- 
plain Development Ordinance. We have no choice if we want those 
landowners in the floodplains to be eligible for this insurance. 

3) This amendment is an attempt to clarify one of the problems with the 
Ridgeline and Hillside Conservation District. If was never the purpose of 
this district to include houses that could be seen from the road on which 
they were built (which is also the road from which their driveway runs). This 
amendment is meant to clear up this point. 


4) This amendment clarifies the definition of “water courses" so that it does 
not include drainage ways which run temporarily, only after a heavy rain 
storm or when the snow melts in the spring. The effect will be to decrease 
the area included in the Shoreland Conservation District and clarify the 
Town's interest in protecting water courses. This will have no effect on sep- 
tic system setbacks because the State includes these water runoffs in their 
definition. 


5) This amendment would change throughout the Ordinance the term 
“conservation easement" to "easement" wherever the intention is to cre- 
ate or use a document to implement the provisions of the Ordinance 
rather than to create a permanent conservation restriction. Examples of 
this are in Sections 4.46 D where cluster development of Lot Size Averag- 
ing are used and 4.64 B where development in the Agricultural Soils Con- 
servation District is described. 


6) The Town Septic Regulations have a section that deals with septic sys- 
tem setbacks from roadside ditches or drainage ditches as do the State 
standards. This amendment would include this 25 foot setback for septic 
systems from any roadside ditches or drainage ditches that are higher 
than the system and the 75 foot setback when they are below the system 
in the Zoning Ordinance. 


7) This amendment adds to the Ordinance the NH Fish and Game Deer 
Wintering Survey Map for Lyme. It will be used in combination with the 


Wildlife Habitat map presently in the Ordinance to show more clearly the 
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deer yard areas mentioned in Section 4.53. This section states that "build- 
ings shall be located so as not to interfere with deer yards and wildlife 
crossings." 


8) Access ways, alfhough used in a number of places in the Ordinance 
such as described in Amendment 1 above, has never been defined. This 
amendment does so as "a corridor for vehicular traffic including subdivi- 
sion roads and driveways." This clearly states that logging roads, for 
instance, are not considered to be access ways. 


9) It has become apparent that driveways that are not in certain Conser- 
vation Districts, asin Amendment | above, are not regulated or reviewed 
in any way. In the interest of safety for our emergency vehicles the follow- 
ing amendment was written. It allows driveways in areas outside of those 
Conservation Districts mentioned above as long as they have a grade 
that does not exceed 11% over any 100 foot segment of the driveway; 
that if the total length exceeds 1000 feet, the width shall allow emer- 
gency vehicles to pass at a minimum of 1000 foot intervals; and that it be 
designed and constructed to meet standards that are described in a 
book recently published by, among others, the USDA Soil Conservation 
service. 

The section would also allow driveways with grades over 11% but under 
14% by special exception. It also adds the conditions not already in the 
Conservation Districts sections where driveways were already regulated 
or reviewed in some manner. 


10) This amendment would change the permitted lot coverage (the per- 
centage a lot may be covered by buildings and paved areas) presented 
in Table 5.1 from 4% in the Rural District and 2% in the East Lyme District to 
12% in both Districts and the third footnote to that Table would be 
changed fo allow lot coverage of up to 26,000, rather than 14,000, square 
feet in all but the village districts. This allows the same percentage of cov- 
erage in the larger districts as is allowed in the village districts. 

The 26,000 square feet is 12% of 5 acres, the minimum lot size in the Rural 
District. This amendment was urged because it was proven impossible 
under the present regulations to build on a 5 acre lot what one might 
expect to be able to build on such a lot. It is not felt that this increase 
would allow development that would be out of scale or a safety hazard, 
the two main reasons for lot coverage restrictions. 


11) Tne present definition of "impervious Improvement" was probably writ- 
ten by some Planning Board member at 2:00 AM! The amendment 
changes the word "surfacing" to "impervious" so that it will read: Includes 
roads, driveways, and parking areas without regard to the impervious 
material used. (Example: blacktop) 
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12) This amendment covers a problem that has occured only once and 
probably will not occur very often in the future. It is a use which the Plan- 
ning Board and the ZBA both feel should be allowed but the present Ordi- 
nance does not allow it. It is the formation of a non-conforming lot under 
very special conditions. This is not to be confused with non-conforming 
lots which existed at the time of the adoption of the Ordinance. This 
amendment allows the formation of new ones if the original lot is already 
developed as a residential lot, no new lots are created, the lot configura- 
tion cannot be done In any other way such as by Lot Size Averaging, and 
the dimensional controls of the land separated from the original lot are 
not used to creat another lot. 

An example: Mr. A has a 7 acre lot in the 5 acre district on which his 
house sits. Mr. B who lives next door on a 6 acre lot, wants to buy 4 acres 
from Mr. A. Mr. B wants the 4 acres because he wants more privacy. He 
has no intention of creating a new lot. Mr. A likes the price Mr. B has 
offered and can definitely use the money. However, the present Ordi- 
nance does not allow him to sell this much land because it would leave 
him with only 3 acres. This would be a non-conforming lot because it is 
smaller than the required 5 acres. However, the amendment would allow 
this sale to happen. 


13) This amendment would allow the modification or release of an ease- 
ment put on a property through the Cluster Develooment/Lot Size Aver- 
aging section of the Ordinance, if the condition(s) requiring the easement 
were changed through an amendment to the Ordinance and, therefore, 
part of or all of the easement was no longer needed. 


14) This amendment would change the section on the Agricultural Soils 
Conservation District (Section 4.64) and the section on Expansion of Exist- 
ing Structures and Construction of Accessory Buildings Within or Into the 
Conservation Protection Districts (Section 8.24) to give the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment the discretion to waive the requirement of an easement on 
lots which are less than three acres in size. It was felt that the resource 
value of an area of that size was not necessarily worth protecting, given 
the small land area. 


15) Because Amendment 4 above removes "drainage ways" from the 
definition of watercourse and because the NH Septic Regulations include 
"drainage ways," we must put "drainage ways" back into the section deal- 
ing with septic systems. 
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FLOODPLAIN DEVELOPMENT ORDINANCE FOR THE TOWN OF LYME 
(AMENDING WHAT WAS FORMERLY KNOWN AS THE FLOOD 
HAZARD AREA BUILDING CODE FOR THE TOWN OF LYME) 


1. PURPOSES AND AUTHORITY 

This ordinance, adopted pursuant to the authority of New Hampshire RSA 
674:16, shall be known as the Town of Lyme Floodplain Development 
Ordinance. The Flood Hazard Area Building Code of 1987 was adopted 
pursuant to New Hampshire RSA 672-676 (formerly RSA 156). The purpose 
of the Flood Hazard Area Building Code was to preserve the public 
health, safety, welfare and convenience, and to insure that any pro- 
posed building site is as safe from flood hazards as possible under the pro- 
visions of that regulation. This ordinance amends the Flood Hazard Area 
Building Code for the Town of Lyme adopted 9/16/87 to meet the mini- 
mum requirements of Section 60.3 (b) of the National Flood Insurance Pro- 
gram Regulations. 


Because the Town of Lyme has a zoning ordinance, the regulations in this 
ordinance shall overlay and supplement the regulations in the Town of 
Lyme Zoning Ordinance, and shall be considered part of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance for the purposes of administration and appeals under state law. If 
any provisions of this ordinance differs or appears to conflict with any pro- 
vision of the Zoning Ordinance or any other ordinance or regulation, the 
provision imposing the greater restriction or more stringent standard shall 
be controlling. 


The following regulations in this ordinance shall apply to all lands desig- 
nated as special hazard areas by the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) in if s Flood Insurance Rate Maps (FIRM) (Preliminary Map 
dated August 17, 1990) which are declared to be a part of this ordinance 
and are hereby incorporated by reference. 


ll. GENERAL PROVISIONS 

On and after the date on which this Ordinance is adopted or amended 
by the Town of Lyme, it shall be unlawful for any individual, group of indi- 
viduals, corporation, partnership, association, or any other organization of 
persons, including state and local governments thereof, to construct, 
reconstruct, assemble or erect any structure (including prefabricated and 
mobile homes) for residential, commercial, agricultural, religious or other 
purpose, anywhere within the flood hazard areas of the Town of Lyme, 
Without first obtaining a Building Permit. 


No Building Permit shall be issued for any new construction, building or 
substantial improvement (including prefabricated and mobile homes) on 
any proposed building site which lies within special flood hazard areas or 
floodways in the Town of Lyme, unless such construction or substantial 
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improvement meet the requirements of this ordinance. 


The Flood Insurance Rate Maps (FIRM) (Preliminary Map dated August 17, 
1990), shall be kept on file in the Selectmen's Office. These maps and any 
amendments thereto, duly adopted, are hereby made a part of this ordi- 
nance. 


Any individual who, on the basis of contrary evidence, believes that the 
boundary description of the Flood Insurance Rate Maps (FIRM) is incor- 
rect, may submit evidence, including but not limited to, certified topo- 
graphical surveys, plans, elevations, calculations, and history of past 
flooding, to the Federal Emergency Management Agency of the United 
States, along with a request to amend the Flood Insurance Rate Maps. 


Ill. DEFINITIONS 

The following definitions shall apply only to this Floodplain Development 
Ordinance, and shall not be affected by the provisions of any other ordi- 
nance of the Town of Lyme. 

A. Applicant: means any individual, group of individuals, corporation, 
partnership, or any other organization of persons including the state and 
local governments and agencies thereof desiring to construct, assemble, 
erect or alter any structure or building (including prefabricated and 
mobile homes). 

B. Area of Special Flood Hazard: is the land in the flood plain within 
the Town of Lyme subject to one percent or greater possibility of flooding 
in any given year. The area is designated as Zone A on the Flood Insur- 
ance Rate Map (FIRM). 

C. Base Flood: means the flood having a one percent possibility of 
being equalled or exceeded in any given year. 

D. Basement: means any area of a building having its floor subgrade 
(below ground level) on all sides. 

E. Breakaway Wall: means a wall that is not part of the structural sup- 
port of the building and is intended through its design and construction to 
collapse under specific lateral loading forces without causing damage 
to the elevated portion of the building or supporting foundation. 

F, Building: means any combination of materials, portable or fixed, 
having a roof and enclosed within exterior walls, built to form a shelter for 
persons, animals, properties and possessions. (Also, see "Structure.") 

G. Building Inspector: shall be the Selectmen or an officer appointed 
by the Selectmen to fulfill the duties outlined herein. The Lyme Selectmen 


appointed the Zoning Administrator to review and issue building permits 
under this ordinance. 

H. Development: means any man-made change to improved or 
unimproved real estate, including but not limited to buildings or other 
structures, mining, dredging, filling, grading, paving, excavation, or drilling 
operation. 

|. FEMA: means the Federal Emergency Management Agency. 
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J, Flood or Flooding: means a general or temporary condition of par- 

tial or complete inundation of normally dry land areas from: 
(1) the overflow of inland or tidal waters, 
(2) the unusual and rapid accumulation or runoff of surface 
waters from any source. 

FIRM): means an official map incorpo- 
rated with this ordinance, on which FEMA has delineated both the special 
flood hazard areas and the risk premium zones applicable to the Town of 
Lyme. 

L. Flood Elevation Study: means an examination, evaluation and 
determination of flood hazards and, if appropriate, corresponding water 
surface elevations, or an examination, evaluation, and determination of 
mudslide (i.e. mudflow) and/or flood-related erosion hazards. 

M. Flood Hazard Boundary Map: means an official map of a commu- 
nity, issued by the Federal Emergency Management Agency, where the 
boundaries of the flood, mudslide and related erosion areas having spe- 
cial hazards have been designated as Zones A, M, and/or E. The Flood 
Hazard Boundary Map is dated November 5, 1976. 

Plain or Flood Hazard Ar r Fl -prone Area: means any 
land area susceptible to being inundated by water from any source (see 
definition of "Flooding"). 

O. Flood proofing: means any combination of structural and nonstruc- 
tural additions, changes, or adjustments to properties and structures 
which reduce or eliminate flood damage to real estate or improved real 
property, water and sanitation facilities, structures and their contents. 

P. Flood Protection Elevation: means an elevation two feet above the 
elevation of the 100 year flood at any given point in the flood hazard 
area. 

Q. Floodway: see "Regulatory Floodway." 

R. Functionally Dependent Use: means a use which cannot perform its 
intended purpose unless it is located or carried out in proximity to water. 
The term includes only docking and port facilities that are necessary for 
the loading/unloading of cargo or passengers, and ship rebuilding/repair 
facilities, but does not include long-term storage or related manufactur- 
ing facilities. 

S. Highest Adiacent Grade: means the highest natural elevation of the 
ground surface prior to construction next to the proposed walls of a struc- 
ture. 

Historic Structure: means any structure that is: 
(1) Listed individually in the National Register of Historic Places (a 
listing maintained by the Department of the Interior) or preliminari- 
ly determined by the Secretary of the Interior as meeting the 
require ments for individual listing in the National Register; 
(2) Certified or preliminarily determined by the Secretary of the 
Interior as contributing to the historical significance of a registered 
historic district or a district preliminarily determined by the Secre- 
tary to qualify as a registered historic district; 
(3) Individually listed on a state inventory of historic places in states 
with historic preservation programs hich have been approved by 
the Secretary of the Interior; or 
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(4) Individually listed on a local inventory of historic places in com- 
munities with historic preservation programs that have been certi- 
fied either: 

(a) By an approved State program as determined by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, or 

(b) Directly by the Secretary of the Interior in states without 
approved programs. 

U. Lowest Floor: means the lowest floor of the lowest enclosed area 
(including basement). An unfinished or flood resistent enclosure, usable 
solely for parking of vehicles, building access or storage in an area other 
than a basement area Is not considered a building’s lowest floor; provid- 
ed, that such an enclosure is not built so as to render the structure in viola- 
tion of the applicable non-elevation design requirements of this ordi- 
nance. 

V. Manufactured Home or Mobile Home: means a structure, trans- 
portable in one or more sections, which is built on a permanent chassis 
and Is designed for use with or without a permanent foundation when 
connected to the required utilities. For floodplain management purposes 
the term "manufactured home" includes park trailers, travel trailers, and 
other similar vehicles placed on site for greater than 180 days. 

W. Manufactured Home Park or ivision: means a parcel (or con- 
tiguous parcels) of land divided into two or more manufactured home 
lots for rent or sale. : 

X. Mean Sea Level: means the National Geodetic Vertical Datum 
(NGVD) of 1929 or other datum, to which base flood elevations shown on 
a community’s Flood Insurance Rate Map are referenced. 

Y. New Construction: means the construction, reconstruction, or erec- 
tion of a structure which is detached from any pre-existing structure or 
which represents the initial construction on a building site. 

Z. One Hundred Year Flood: means the highest level of flooding which 
would occur, on the average, once in every one hundred years. The fac- 
tors of storm intensity, storm duration, and runoff coefficients which permit 
calculation of such one hundred year storms shall be consistent with the 
current standard practices of the U.S. Corps of Engineers and the Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Conservation Services. (See Base Flood.) 

AA. Regulatory Floodway: means the channel of a river or other water 
course and the adjacent land areas that must be reserved in order to dis- 
charge the base flood without increasing the water surface elevation. 
These areas are designated as floodways on the Flood Boundary and 
Floodway Map. 

BB. Riverine: means relating to, formed by, or resembling a river 
(includung tributaries), stream, brook, etc. 

ial Fl Hazard Area: means an area having flood, mudslid, 
and/or flood-related erosion hazards, and shown on an FHBM as Zone A 
or FIRM as Zone A, AO, AE, A99, AH, VO, V1-30, VE, V, M, or E. (See-"Area 
of Special Flood Hazard.") 

DD. Structure: means for floodplain management purposes, a walled 
and roofed building, including a gas or liquid storage tank, that is princi- 
pally above ground, as well as a manufactured home. 

EE. Start of Construction: includes substantial improvements, and 
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means the date the building permit was issued, provided the actual start 
of construction, repair, reconstruction, placement, or other improvement 
was within 180 days of the permit date. The actual start means either the 
first placement of permanent construction of a structure on the site, such 
as the pouring of slab or footings, the installation of piles, the construction 
of columns, or any work beyond the stage of excavation; or the place- 
ment of manufactured home on a foundation. Permanent construction 
does not include land preparation, such as clearing, grading and filling; 
nor does it include excavation for a basement, footings, piers, or founda- 
tions or the erection of temporary forms; nor does it include the installa- 
tion on the property of accessory buildings, such as garages or sheds not 
occupied as dwelling units or part of the main structure. 

FF. Substantial Damage: means damage of any origin sustained by a 
structure whereby the cost of restoring the structure to its before-damage 
condition would equal or exceed 50 percent of the market value of the 
structure before the damage occurred. 

GG. Substantial Improvement: means any combination of repairs, 
reconstruction, alteration, or improvements to a structure in which the 
Cumulative cost equals or exceeds fifty percent of the market value of 
the structure. The market value of the structure should equal: 

(1) the appraised value prior to the start of the initial repair or 

improvement, or 

(2) in the case of damage, the value of the structure prior to the 

damage occuring. 
For the purposes of this definition, "substantial improvement" is considered 
to occur when the first alteration of any wall, ceiling, floor, or other struc- 
tural part of the building commences, whether or not that alteration 
affects the external dimensions of the structure. This term includes struc- 
tures which have incurred substantial damage, regardless of actual repair 
work performed. The term does not, however, include any project for 
improvement of a structure required to comply with existing health, sani- 
tary, or safety code specifications which are solely necessary to assure 
safe living conditions or any alteration of a "historic Structure", provided 
that the alteration will not preclude the structure’s continued designation 
as a "historic structure." 

HH. Water surf Elevations: means the height, in relation to the 
National Geodetic Vertical Datum (NGVD) of 1929, (or other datum, 
where specified) of floods of various magnitudes and frequencies in the 
floodplains or riverine areas. 


IV. APPLICATION PROCEDURE 

Lyme requires a building permit for all proposed development in any 
location. For the purposes of this ordinance, all proposed development in 
any special flood hazard area shall require a building permit. It shall be 
unlawful to start any new construction or substantial improvement within 
the Flood Hazard Areas without first obtaining a building permit from the 
Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector. 

The Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector shall review all building permit 
applications for new construction or substantial improvements to deter- 
mine whether the proposed building sites will be reasonably safe from 
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flooding. The Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector shall determine 
whether the proposed building site is located in a special flood hazard 
area. To determine whether the proposed building site is in a special flood 
hazard area the Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector shall obtain, 
review and reasonably utilize any one hundred year flood elevation data 
available from the federal, state and local governments, development 
proposals submitted to the community (for example, subdivisions, site 
approvals, etc.) or other reliable available sources. 

A. If the proposed construction site is not located in the Flood Hazard 
Area or Regulatory Floodway the applicant shall follow current practices 
of the Town of Lyme in issuing Building Permits regarding approval of con- 
struction. 

B. If the propsed construction site is located in the Flood Hazard Area 
or Regulatory Floodways, the following information, where applicable, 
shall be required prior to any construction and the issuance of a Building 
Permit: 

1. Existing Site Information: 
a, A plan, bearing the seal of the engineer or surveyor registered 
in the State of New Hampshire, which accurately locates: 
i. the proposed building site with respect to the one hundred 
year flood and the Flood Protection Elevation by appropriate 
contours, profiles and spot elevations; and 
li. the location of existing structures, streets, utility lines, fill areas, 
drainage ways and other pertinent data. 
2. Detailed Construction Plans for the Building showing the following: 
a. finished grades and elevations of the building site; 
b. elevations of each floor of each building; 
c. location and elevation of any proposed fill areas, proposed drive 
ways, utility lines, drainage ways, water supply and sewage disposal 
facilities; | 
d. specifications for: 
|. all material to be used in the building construction; and 
li. site improvements of: 
‘BY water supply; 
B) sewage disposal; 
(C) landscaping; and 
(D) flood proofing measures 

C. The Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector shall, within 30 days of 
receipt of a completed Building Permit Application for proposed con- 
struction within any special flood hazard areas, either issue or refuse to 
issue a Building Permit to the applicant. If the Zoning Administrator/Build- 
ing Inspector refuses to issue a Building Permit, the Zoning Administrator/ 
Building Inspector shall return reasons for such refusal to the applicant 
and may include suggestions for future compliance with provisions of this 
ordinance. 


D. Applicants may resubmit refused applications which have been 
revised to conform to the provisions of this ordinance. 

E. A fee, to be determined annually by the Board of Selectmen, shall 
accompany all submissions and resubmissions to the Zoning Administra- 
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tor/Building Inspector of applications for Building Permits for proposed 
construction in the special flood hazard areas. 


V. REQUIREMENTS 

A. All new construction or substantial improvements to existing build- 
ings shall be reasonably safe from flooding. 

B. Where new or replacement water and sewer systems (including on- 
site systems) are proposed in a special flood hazard area the applicant 
shall provide the Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector with assurance 
that these systems will be designed to minimize or eliminate infiltration of 
flood waters into the systems and discharges from the systems into flood 
waters, and on-sire waste disposal systems will be located to avoid impair- 
ment to them or contamination from them during periods of flooding. 

C. All new construction and substantial improvements to non-residen- 
tial structures shall have the lowest floor (including basement) elevated to 
or above the one hundred year flood level; or together with attendant 
utility and sanitary facilities snall: 

1. be floodproofed so that below the one hundred flood elevation 
the structure is watertight with walls sunstantially impermeable to the 
passage of water; 

2, have structural components capable of resisting hydrostatic and 
hydrodynamic loads and the effects of bouyancy; and 

3. be certified by a registered professional engineer or architect that 
the design and methods of construction are in accordance with the 
accepted standards of practice for meeting the provisions of this 
ordinance. The applicant shall pay for the required inspection by a 
registered engineer. Upon receipt of the certification, and upon 
inspection, the Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector will issue a 
certificate of occupancy. 

D. Storage of noxious chemicals, flammable liquids and toxic materi- 
als at elevations lower than the Flood Protection Elevation shall not be 
allowed. | 

E. Fill shall be tocated so as to offer minimum obstruction to flood 
waters and be protected by riprap, vegetable cover, or other approved 
method of erosion control. 

F. The Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector shall not grant a build- 
ing permit until the applicant certifies that all necessary permits have 
been received from those governmental agencies from which approval is 
required by federal or state law, including Section 404 of the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act Amendments of 1972, 33 U.S.C. 1334. 


VI. DETERMINATION OF FLOOD ELEVATION 

A. In unnumbered A Zones the Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector 
shall obtain, review and reasonably utilize any one hundred year flood 
elevation data available from any federal, state or other source including 
data submitted for development proposals submitted to the community 
(i.e. subdivisions, site approvals). 
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B. The Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector's one hundred year 
flood elevation determination will be used as the criterion for requiring in 
Zone A that: 

1. all new construction or substantial improvement or residential 
structures have the lowest floor (including basement) elevated to or 
above the one hundred year flood elevation; 
2. that all new construction or substantial improvements of non-resi- 
dential structures have the lowest floor (including basement) elevat- 
ed to or above the one hundred year flood level; or together with 
attendant utility and sanitary facilities, shall: 
a. be floodproofed so that below the one hundred year flood ele- 
vation the structure is watertight with walls substantially imperme- 
able to the passage of water; 
b. have structural components capable of resisting hydrostatic and 
hydrodynamic loads and the effects of bouyancy; and 
c. be certified by a registered professional engineer or architect 
that the design and methods of construction are in accordance 
with the accepted standards of practice for meeting the provi- 
sions of this ordinance. The applicant shall pay for the required 
inspection by a registered engineer. Upon receipt of the certifica- 
tion, and upon inspection, the Zoning Administrator/Building Inspec- 
tor will issue a certificate of occupancy. 
3. All manufactured homes to be placed or substantially improved 
within special flood hazard areas shall be elevated on a permanent 
foundation such that the lowest floor is at or above the one hun- 
dred year flood elevation; and be securely anchored to resist flota- 
tion, collapse, or lateral movement. Methods of anchoring may 
include, but not be limited to, use of over-the-top or frame ties to 
ground anchors. This requirement is in addition to applicable state 
and local anchoring requirements for resisting wind forces, 
4. For all new construction and substantial improvements, fully 
enclosed areas below the lowest floor that are subject to flooding 
are permitted provided they meet the following requirements: 
a, the enclosed area is unfinished or flood resistent, useable solely 
for parking of vehicles, building access or storage; 
b. the area is not a basement; 
c. shall be designed to automatically equalize hydrostatic flood 
forces on exterior walls by allowing for the entry and exit of flood 
water, Designs for meeting this requirement must be either certified 
by a registered professional engineer or architect or must meet or 
exceed the following minimum criteria: 
i A minimum of two openings having a total net area of not less 
than one square inch for every square foot of enclosed area 
subject to flooding shall be provided; 
li. The bottom of all openings shall be no higher than one foot 
above grade;

iii. Openings may be equipped with screens, louvres, or other 
coverings or devices provided that they permit the automatic 
entry and exit of flood waters. 

Vil. RELOCATION OF A WATERCOURSE 

A. In riverine situations, prior to the alteration or relocation of a water- 
course, the applicant for such authorization shall notify the Wetlands 
Board of the New Hampshire Environmental Services Department and 
submit copies of such notification to the Zoning Administrator/Building 
Inspector, in addition to the copies required by the New Hampshire RSA 
482:A:3. Further, the applicant shall be required to submit copies of said 
notification to those adjacent communities as determined by the Zoning 
Administrator/Building Inspector, including notice of all scheduled hear- 
ings before the Wetlands Board. 

B. The applicant shall submit to the Zoning Administrator/Building 
Inspector, certification provided by a registered professional engineer, 
assuring that the flood carrying capacity of an altered or relocated 
watercourse can and will be maintained. 

C. The Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector shall obtain, review and 
reasonably utilize any floodway data available from Federal, State, or 
other sources as criteria for requiring that all development located in 
Zone A meet the following floodway requirement: 

1. No encroachments, including fill, new construction, substantial 
improvements, and other development allowed within the flood 
way that would result in any increase in flood levels within the com- 
munity during base flood discharge. 


Vill. INTERPRETATION 
This ordinance shall not be interpreted to prevent the continuation of a 
pre-existing structure, including mobile homes. 


This ordinance shall not be interpreted to prevent the addition to, or alter- 
ation of, pre-existing structures or the replacement of a pre-existing 
mobile home, except that the addition, alteration or replacement must 
conform to the requirements of this ordinance. 


IX. ADMINISTRATION 
A. CERTIFICATION OF COMPLIANCE 
For all new or substantially improved structures located in special hazard 
areas, the applicant shall furnish: 
1. the as-built elevation (in relation to NGVD) of the lowest floors 
(including basement) and include whether or not such structures con- 
tain a basement. 
2. if the structure has been floodproofed, the as-built elevation (in 
relation to NGVD) to which the structure was floodproofed. 
3. any certification of floodproofing. 
B. RECORDS 
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1. The Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector shall receive Building 
Permit Applications and fees for the construction of and substantial 
improvement of buildings and structures within the special flood haz- 
ard areas; he/she shall keep permanent records of all applications 
and of the action of each application; he/she shall have the right to 
inspect the property for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
this ordinance. 
2. The Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector shall maintain for public 
inspection, and furnish upon request: 
a. any certification of floodproofing; 
b. the as-built elevation (in relation to NGVD) of the lowest floor 
(including basement) of all new or substantially improved structures, 
and included whether or not such structures contain a basement; 
c. if the structure has been floodproofed, the as-built elevation (inre- 
lation to NGVD) to which the structure was floodproofed. 
This information must be furnished by the applicant. 
3. The Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector shall review proposed 
developments to assure that all necessary permits have been 
received from those governmental agencies from which approval is 
required by federal or state law, including Section 404 of the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act Amendments of 1972, 33 U.S.C. 1334. It 
shall be the responsibility of the applicant to certify these assurances 
to the Zoning Administrator/Building Inspector. 


X. ENFORCEMENT 
1, Any person, or persons or corporations who violates any provision of 
this Ordinance, shall be fined not less than ten dollars ($10) nor more 
than fifty dollars ($50) and each day’s failure to comply with such pro- 
visions shall constitute a separate violation. 


Xl. AMENDMENTS 

This Ordinance may be amended at any Town Meeting, provided that at 
least three copies of the amendments shall be filed in the Office of the 
selectmen and three copies filed in the Office of the Town Clerk for the 
use and examination of the public. At least one public hearing shall be 
held on proposed amendments. ; 


XII. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase of the Ordinance 
for any reason is held to be unconstitutional or invalid, such decision shall 
not affect the remaining portions of this Ordinance. 


XIII. RULES OF CONSTRUCTION 


Whenever the requirements of this Ordinance conflict with adopted rules, 
regulations or ordinances, the more restrictive shall govern. 
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XIV. VARIANCES AND APPEALS 

A. Any order, requirement, decision or determination of the Zoning 
Administrator/Building Inspector made under this ordinance may be 
appealed to the Zoning Board of Adjustment as set forth in New Hamp- 
shire RSA 675:5. 

B. If the applicant, upon appeal, requests a variance as authorized by 
New Hampshire RSA 674:33, l(b), the applicant shall have the burden of 
showing in addition to the usual variance standards under state law: 

1. that the variance will not result in increased flood heights, addition- 

al threats to public safety, or extraordinary public expense. 

2. that if the requested variance is for activity within a designated reg- 

ulatory floodway, no increase in flood levels during base flood dis- 

charge will result. 

3. that the variance is the minimum necessary, considering the flood 

hazard, to afford relief. 

C. The Zoning Board of Adjustment shall notify the applicant in writing 
that: 

1. the issuance of a variance to construct below the base flood level 

will result in increased premium rates for flood insurance up to 

amounts as high as $25 for $100 of insurance coverage; and 

2. such construction below the base flood level increases risks fo life 

and property. 

Such notification shall be maintained with a record of all variance 
actions. 

D. The Town of Lyme shall: 

1. maintain a record of all variance actions, including their justification 

for their issuance, and 

2. report such variances issued in its annual or biannual report submit- 

ted to FEMA’s Federal Insurance Administrator. 


XIV. EFFECTIVE DATE 

The first "Flood Prone Area Building Code" was adopted at Special Town 
Meeting on May 6, 1975. This code was amended by the "Flood Hazard 
Area Building Code for the Town of Lyme" adopted at a Special Town 
Meeting on August 16, 1987, superceding the Flood Prone Area Building 
Code dated May 6, 1975. This Ordinance entitled "FLOODPLAIN DEVELOP- 
MENT ORDINANCE FOR THE TOWN OF LYME" amends what was formerly 
known as "THE FLOOD HAZARD AREA BUILDING CODE FOR THE TOWN OF 
LYME." The effective date of this amended ordinance is March 9, 1993.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1992 marked the beginning of the Town's use of the new property reap- 
praisal data. The Selectmen and office staff soent many hours attempting 
to straighten out numerous questions and errors in the reappraisal brought 
to our attention by individual property owners. We hope most of these 
problems have been cleared up by now. We urge any owner who 
believes their property assessment to be incorrect to contact our office. In 
addition, new regulations concerning the application of the current use 
law have created considerable confusion, both in our office and among 
individual property owners. These new regulations have, in general, raised 
the current use assessment on most lands within Lyme. 


As you may have noticed, the Selectmen’s office hours have been 
changed from three mornings a week to Mondays from 9-12:30 and 1:30 
to 4:30. We felt our staff needed more uninterrupted office time to handle 
the ever increasing mountain of paperwork now required of local govern- 
men. We hope this new schedule has not overly inconvenienced any of 
you. In addition, the Selectmen have found Friday morning meetings 
more productive than the Wednesday evening ones, and we are experi- 
menting with holding our weekly meeting only once a month on Wednes- 
day evenings — the third Wednesday of the month. 


Our hope this year is to be able to direct more attention and resources 
toward the Town roads. We would like to shorten the mud season on our 
unpaved roads by improving the existing roadbeds and to strengthen the 
surfaces of our paved roads with additional asphalt. We also hope to be 
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able to obtain more space for our office staff of three who now share a 
single office with the Town’s computer. 


We urge anyone with a question or problem to contact our office. We will 
do our best to assist you, but please be patient. Answers to questions and 
solutions to problems often involve our staff having to contact several 
other people or offices and this usually takes several days or even weeks. 
Again this year as every year, we express our appreciation for the assis- 
tance and hard work of our office staff and Town crews.

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PATRIOTIC ACTIVITIES 


Through the efforts of many organizations and individuals, Memorial Day 
in Lyme is and has been a tribute to the Veterans who gave their lives in 
war. The participation of school children has again enhanced our pro- 
gram, a tradition copied by other towns throughout the state. 


Lyme’s Post 80 of the American Legion organizes this activity as well as 
ordering and caring for the flags on the greens and cemeteries. 


We hope to return the flags and markers to Highland Cemetery 
before Memorial Day, an almost impossible task since there are no 
records of the organization or to whose grave they belong. 


We currently have enough donated money for about 10 new markers 
to replace those stolen in 1990, but it will cost much more before the 
job is complete. Of the 63 returned from the sheriffs department, 39 
must be repaired and new rods purchased. If time and money are 
available we would like to add lettering to the Memorial Stone on 
Lyme Green for Lebanon, Panama and Desert Storm.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The number of calls for the Fire Department (49) was only slightly high- 
er than in recent years. 


Chimney fires again topped the list of causes which also included 
auto accidents, brush fires and downed electrical cables among oth- 
ers. Under the Mutual Aid agreement the department also responded 
in support of the fire departments in Hanover, Thetford and Orford. 


Twelve members of the department were examined by the state and 
certified as level one firefighters following more than a year of class- 
room instruction and practical field exercises. 


There are currently 27 members of the department. As always, 


prospective new members are welcome at regular department meet- 
ings normally held at 7:00 pm on the second Monday of every month. 
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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN & STATE FOREST RANGER 


1992 was below average for wildfires reported in our state. Our largest fire 
was in May in Rumney where a suspicious origin fire burned approximate- 
ly 150 acres with a total cost of approximately $30,000. The N.H. Division of 
Forests and Lands assisted many other communities in wildfire suppression 
as well. 


Our fire lookout towers reported 289 fires, burning a total of 136 acres. The 
major causes of fires were those kindled without a permit, unknown caus- 
es, and children. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with fire prevention. 
New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27) requires that, "No person, firm or 
corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to 
be burned any material in the open, except when the ground is covered 
with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire 
Warden of the town where the burning is to be done." Violation of this 
statute is a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of up to $1,000 and/or a 
year in jail and you are liable for all fire suppression costs. 


Local fire departments are responsible for suppressing fires. The small aver- 
age fire size of .47 acre is a tribute to early detection by the public or our 
fire tower system and the quick response of our trained local fire depart- 
ments. Please help your Warden and fire department by requesting and 
obtaining a fire permit before kindling an open fire. 


The New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands assisted 28 towns with a 
total of $20,000 in 50/50 cost share grants for fire fighter safety items and 
Wildland suppression equipment in 1992.

LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY, INC. 


This fund was established in 1980 to improve the quality and availability of 
home care in Lyme. Its directors are the Board members of Lyme Home 
Health Agency. The fund has enabled us to purchase a new stethoscope, 
a new blood pressure gauge and cuffs, a pedicure drill, and several 
books and periodicals, as well as basic equipment — walkers and bath 
benches — and books for loan. Donations also made it possible to give 23 
grants which were used by Lyme residents to help pay for prescription 
medications. We are very grateful for all the generous donations given to 
this fund in the past year, especially those in memory of Jane Kilham. 
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LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


Since 1968, Lyme Home Health Agency has provided home health care 
for residents of Lyme on a part time basis and periodic clinincs for young 
children and adults. The Agency is licensed by the state and certified by 
Medicare and Medicaid to provide skilled nursing, physical therapy, and 
home health aide services in the home. Our staff works part time and is 
limited to following a physician’s orders. Our services are not denied to 
anyone on the basis of race, creed, color, national origin, or inability to 
pay. 


Home Visits: A total of 480 home visits were made by our staff during the 
past year. The demand for skilled nursing and home health aide services 
increased significantly from the previous year, while the demand for phys- 
ical therapy services dropped. Donna Huntington, our nurse/administra- 
tor, and our substitute nurses made 377 home visits. Jon Cohen, Lyme’s 
physical therapist, and a substitute made 56 home visists. Home health 
aides made 47 visits. More than half the total visits were to seniors, About 
10% of the total number of visits were free public health visits, including 
health assessment of seniors and visits to newborns and their parents. 


Clinics: Well Child Clinics, run by Lyme and Orford for children from Lyme, 
Orford, and Piermont, are held on the second Thursday of even months in 
Lyme, at the Congregational Church, and of odd months in Orford. 43 vis- 
its were made by the Lyme children, from newborns to six years old, to 
these clinics. There is no charge for the physical examination by a pedia- 
trician, vision and hearing tests, immunizations, blood lead screenings or 
other laboratory tests, and nutrition counseling. WIC (Women, Infants, and 
Children) Program services are available to those who are eligible at the 
same time as the clinics. Please call our office if you wish to make an 
appointment. 


Clinics for adults, for which no appointments are necessary, include blood 
pressure screenings offered the fourth Thursday of even months (4:00- 
9:30p.m.), an influenza immunization clinic in the fall, and diabetes and 
iron deficiency screenings. In 1992 88 influenza vaccinations were given. 


Other Services: Denver Developmental Screenings are given by Ray Chin, 
who generously donates some of his time to the town. Basic equipment, 
such as walkers, a hospital bed, wheelchairs, and crutches, most of which 
have been given to the town, have been loaned to a number of resi- 
dents during the year. The only charge for this service is the replacement 
cost for parts which cannot be reused, such as mattress covers. 


Expenses and revenues listed earlier in the Lyme Annual Report need one 
brief explanation, Revenues appear unusually high in 1992 because 
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Medicare did not make its final payment for 1990 ($6,506) until this past 
year. As a result, we received two Medicare reimbursements in one year. 


Our office, located in the basement of the library building, is open Tues- 
day and Thursday mornings from 9:30 until 11:00. If you want to learn more 
about our services, please drop in or call 795-2661. When no one is in the 
office, telephone messages are recorded. Your call will be returned as 
soon as possible. 


Board meetings are held in the library basement at 7:30 p.m. on the third 
Thursday of even months. Interested residents are welcome!

As the cirulation figures point out, the Lyme Library has had, as usual, a 
busy year. Many new books have been purchased including those on the 
bestseller’s list, numerous children’s books (with the help of Blisters 
money), current topics in the expanding health and fitness collection, 
and up-to-date reference materials. The audio and video collection is 
quite extensive and continues to grow thanks to memorial contributions 
and the generosity of Friends of the Lyme Library. 


Other on-going activities at the library include the monthly art exhibits, 
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book discussion group, children’s story hour, and the Blisters for Books 
assembly. This year Milada Harlow presented fun and informative sessions 
on New Hampshire wildlife for the children’s summer reading program. A 
computer donated by Alex Howell is set up and available for use by 
school children and town patrons alike. 


The library maintains its excellent service and programs thanks to an ener- 
getic group of volunteers and the Friends of the Lyme Library. In addition 
to regular jobs of shelving and mending books, typing cards, manning the . 
front desk, etc., these volunteers are preparing an updated shelf list 
(inventory) of the library’s collection. This is the first step toward computeri- 
zation. Two summer interns funded by the Friends helped with this huge 
assignment. We are also fortunate to have Geneva Menge, now in her 
22nd year as librarian. She has done an outstanding job of maintaining 
the high standards of our library. 


In its dual role as library for the Lyme schools, the library serves over 200 
school children and their teachers. The librarian assists in book selections 
for pleasure reading and research projects, teaches library skills and reads 
to the students in the younger grades. 


Along with school use and town patronage, the building houses the town 
offices and Home Health Agency. Various groups use the meeting rooms 
three and four times a week. With this constant activity the library requires 
continual maintainance and upkeep. The front entrance of the building 
has been reopened for use and the stone walkway leading up to it relaid. 
In the planning stages are several necessary improverment projects. 
Despite a tight budget year, the library was very productive and was able 
to maintain its excellent reputation for service.

RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Recreation Committee had a very active year, with on-going pro- 
grams throughout the year. Our fifth annual skating party and bonfire in 
January brought out almost 100 people for an evening of ice skating, 
popcorn and hot chocolate. Ski lessons for 90 kids took place on eight 
Wednesdays thanks to the 20 parent volunteer teachers and the cooper- 
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ation of the Lyme School. Spring brought on baseball with 100 Kinder- 
garten through 6th graders playing either "T-ball" (K-1), "Lyma Beans" (2), 
Loch Lyme Monsters (3-4), or Little League (Majors and Minors: 5-6), Our 
Little League Major League team even traveled to Lyme, New York for a 
special invitational tournament. 


It was a good summer at Chase Beach, with cooperative weather and 
an active six week summer camp for over 120 kids. Tennis was a regular 
part of the camp as more and more kids are taking up this sport. Basket- 
ball activities were in abundance, both outdoors and indoors, throughout 
the year. Beautiful weather once again helped Lyme's two softball teams 
host two weekends of great adult softball. If was a busy summer with 
more people than ever taking full advantage of our excellent facilities at 
Post Pond.

ADVANCE TRANSIT, INC. 


Advance Transit is a not-for-profit organization that provides public trans- 
portation services to the Upper Valley towns of Hartford, Norwich, and 
Thetford, Vermont, and Canaan, Enfield, Hanover, Lebanon, and Lyme, 
New Hampshire. A.T. is overseen by a Board of Directors comprised of rep- 
resentatives from the towns, institutions, and riders served by the system. 
Gary Webb is currently serving as the Town of Lyme’s appointed represen- 
tative on the Advance Transit Board of Directors. 


Routes and schedules have not changed over the past year. The majority 
of riders still use the service for trips to and from work or school in Hanover. 


Advance Transit has moved a step closer to realizing its goal of acquiring 
a new facility. Grants have been awarded for land purchase, design and 
engineering for a new facility to be located in the Town of Hartford, Ver- 
mont near the old Billings Dairy plant on Route 5. Construction is tentative- 
ly scheduled for early 1994. This project will result in a savings to Advance 
Transit of $500,000 over fifteen years. These additional funds can be put 
into providing better service for our riders.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Conservation Easements 

The past year saw the formation of a volunteer Easement Monitoring 
Committee which undertook the ambitious effort of inspecting 65 of the 
Conservation Easements held within the Town of Lyme. A summary of this 
yearly effort will become a permanent record for the Town. 


Robert G. Chaffee Wildlife Sanctuary 
Alfred Balch has continued to maintain a well-marked nature trail. 


Education 

Instead of sending two students to conservation camp this year, a water 
quality program "Interactive Lake Ecology" is being offered to the entire 
seventh grade by Tom Estill. This program was purchased through the 
Department of Environmental Services. It includes both classroom and 
field activities, with student and teacher workbooks. We expect to contin- 
ue this project next year. 

Malada Harlow continues to work with the Lyme schools offering pro- 
grams directed towards an appreciation of nature and land, as well as 
water and soil conservation. 


Post Pond 

Yearly water quality testing of Post Pond and its watershed continues in 
our effort to isolate and amend domestic pollution sources of phosphorus 
that have been associated with the proliferation of duck weed along the 
pond’s edge. The commission wishes to thank Dan Bailey for his support 
as the Town Health Officer and those in our community who have been 
impacted by this effort for their rapid cooperation. 

IN May ‘93 further tests will be conducted. 
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Land Use Change Penalty Fund 

The Conservation Commission has approved a $20,000 contribution to The 
Friends Of Trout Pond to purchase this property for the Town. An endow- 
ment fund of $3,000 is under consideration to cover the routine mainte- 
nance of the Robert G. Chaffee Wildlife Sanctuary. Plans for selective tim- 
ber harvesting and marking the boundaries of the Town Forest are 
underway. This effort will most likely require some funds based on a recent 
study performed by Denis Kelemen. We await the findings of the recent 
Community Attitude Survey and hope it will give us guidance for addition- 
al expenditures to be made from this land conservation fund.

GRAFTON COUNTY SENIOR CITIZENS COUNCIL INC. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. provides services to older resi- 
dents of Lyme through the Upper Valley Senior Center on Campbell Street 
in Lebanon and the Orford Senior Meals Program. These services include 
home delivered meals, senior dining room programs, transportation, adult 
day care, outreach and social work services, health screening and edu- 
cation, recreation, information and referral, as well as opportunities for 
older individuals to be of service to their communities through volunteer- 
ing. 


Any Lyme resident over the age of 60 or members of his/her family are eli- 
gible to use the services GCSCC. Handicapped individuals under the age 
of 60 may also be served through these programs. Although there are no 
charges for the services, the Agency does request contributions toward 
the cost of services. 


During 1992, 5,199 older individuals were served through all of GCSCC’s 
programs. Some 62 of these were Lyme residents. These individuals 
enjoyed 854 balanced meals at the Upper Valley Senior Center and 54 
hot meals delivered to their homes from the Orford Nutrition Program. Vol- 
unteers also transport elders to grocery stores, to do personal errands or to 
the nutrition programs on a frequent basis. Nine Lyme volunteers con- 
tributed 2,242 hours of time, energy and talent to support services. Others 
participated in recreational and educational programs, used our informa- 
tion and referral services, our social workers or participated in our adult 
day care program. Services for Lyme residents were provided at a cost to 
the Agency of $3,914 and were instrumental in supporting many of these 
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individuals as they attempted to remain in their own homes and out of 
institutional care despite physical frailties. 


Working closely with other agencies, providing services to older people in 
the community, our goals for the future include additional efforts to assist 
older Lyme residents and their families in taking advantage of available 
programs and services which will improve the quality of their lives and 
enable them to remain independant in their own homes. 


Through the years, GCSCC has very much appreciated the support of the 
Lyme community for services which enhance the independence of older 

residents of Lyme. This support is much more critical at a time federal and 
state funding constraints.

CEMETERY COMMISSION 


Trees and shrubs were planted along the northern border of the Highland 
Cemetery this year to shield the town highway shed and recycling area 
from view. A donation from the Lyme Utility Club provided attractive nurs- 
ery stock and Bob Thebodo discovered a number of white pine seedlings, 
gratis, which he kindly helped site and plant along the edge of the slope. 
Milada Harlow organized the project and provided expertise and vision. 


For the past few years Lyme seventh grade teacher Sandy Fitzpatrick and 
her class have made the fixing-up of the Porter Cemetery a class project. 
This year they applied to the Lyme Foundation for a grant to be used for 
providing a new gate, making a sign, and replacing and repairing part of 
the fencing. One of the obstacles the class had faced in working in the 
cemetery had been the healthy and prolific growth of poison ivy. Bob 
sanborn, upon learning of this situation, offered to eradicate it and hope- 
fully the area will be safe for the students to begin work on thier project 
this spring. 


Repairs to the Perpetual Care lots continue each summer with a goal of 
putting all of them in top condition so that application may be made to 
the New Hampshire court to allow the Town to use some of this Trust 
income for other cemetery expenditures. A number of monuments have 
been cleaned and repaired which has enhanced the appearance of the 
Old Cemetery. Come and take a stroll through the Lyme Cemeteries; 
they are attractive, historic, well-maintained and the Town has good rea- 
son to be proud of them. 
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PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board held twenty-five meetings in 1992. At those meetings 
thirteen subdivision proposals were discussed informally. Nine boundary 
line adjustments were approved. One preliminary review was held. The 
Board approved four subdivision proposals creating a total of five new 
lots. Three landowners brought in their plans: two to be reconfigured and 
one for clarification as to whether or not the lot was buildable. 


In addition to subdivision reviews the Board does an annual review of 
excavation operations in town and issues driveway access permits. 


The Board prepared one set of zoning amendments for a special town 
meeting held in September and a second set for town meeting 1993. The 
amendments proposed for Town Meeting 1993 are included in this report. 
We would like to apologize for the confusion and difficulty in understand- 
ing the proposed zoning amendments in the past. This year we are mak- 
ing an effort to explain these in laymans terms in the town report. By law 
these explanations will not appear on the ballot. 


The Comunity Attitude Survey (CAS) has been written and will be printed 
and mailed in 1993. Our thanks to the CAS subcommittee members Colin 
High, Kevin Peterson, Dorf Sears and Freda Swan for their hard work ana 
patience. 


The Capital Improvements Program (CIP), under the guidance of Earl 
Strout, is nearly complete. We anticipate the conclusion and presentation 
of this in the new year. We would like to thank Earl, Mike Smith, Alan 
Greatorex, Don Cutter and anyone else who may have supplied the 
much needed input. 


We are grateful to Vicki Smith for her efforts and guidance, to Jeanie 
Mcintyre and Bruce Smith for their time and commitment as alternates, 
and to Fred Stearns for assisting with driveway permits.

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ADMINISTRATION OF THE ZONING ORDINANCE 


During 1992 Karen Allen Lorentzon continued to serve as Zoning Adminis- 
trator. IN 1992, 126 applications for building/zoning permits were filed in 
the Selectmen's office. 88 of these requests were approved by the Zoning 
Administrator. The remaining applications were either denied, withdrawn, 
are still bending, or when appropriate the applicants were advised to 
appeal to the Zoning Board of Adjustment for special exceptions, vari- 
ances or determinations. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment met 17 times during 1992 and heard 29 
requests for Special Exceptions, one appeal challenging an issued permit, 
two requests for variances and 4 requests for an official determination 
under 8.31 D of the Ordinance. The Zoning Board of Adjustment decisions 
and minutes of its meetings are available to the public and are located 
at the Lyme Town Offices.

GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Grafton County has continued to operate in a financially sound, cost 
effective manner. We are pleased that the $13.5 million budget adopted 
in late June showed a modest 3.45% increase. 


While the county property tax increased to $6.1 million after two years of 
decreases, the average annual county tax increase since 1989 has been 
less than 3%. Under state law, $3.5 million or 58% of the county tax dollars 
collected from Grafton County taxpayers in 1992 were sent to Concord to 
pay the county share of state assistance programs (Old Age Assistance, 
Aid to the Disabled, Medicaid/Nursing Assistance, and Services for Chil- 
dren & Youth). 


The Grafton County Nursing Home has continued to offer high quality 
medical, nursing, and support services to approximately 120 elderly and 
infirm residents while meeting the stricter federal Medicaid mandates 
imposed in 1991. The Special Needs Unit for individuals with Alzheimers Dis- 
ease and similar illnesses, which opened last year, has been especially 
well received by residents, families and staff. During 1993 the County 
plans to expand the unit from 11 to 32 beds, 
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The County Department of Corrections saw a 15% increase in inmates 
over the past year. Drug forfeiture funds from the Attorney General's 
Office have enabled the department to increase and coordinate drug 
and alcohol abuse reduction programs with the goal of decreasing the 
number of repeat offenders. 


Again during 1992, the County Farm generated a modest operating sur- 
plus, providing work opportunities for County Corrections inmates and 
supplying meat and vegetables for the Nursing Home and Jail. For the 
second year the Farm also produced potatoes for the local food pantries 
throughout the County. 


The Commissioners, Sheriff and Assistant Sheriff implemented the second 
phase of a 3-year plan to ensure that subscribers pay the full cost of tele- 
phone answering services provided by the County Dispatch Center, The 
County also replaced the radio repeater on Cannon Mountain in order to 
upgrade law enforcement communications throughout Grafton County. 


During 1992 the County distributed over $78,836.00 in state Incentive 
Funds to local programs that prevent out-of-home placements of trou- 
bled children and youth. The County has also continued to provide Youth 
and Family mediation services available free-of-charge in Lebanon, Little- 
ton and Plymouth areas. 


Looking ahead to the late 1990's and beyond, the Commissioners initiat- 
ed Long Range Planning as part of the annual budget process. A com- 
mittee of county officials has been charged with recommending plans for 
addressing the needs of the county and state offices now housed at the 
Courthouse. 


The County sponsered a Community Development Block Grant for the 
AHEAD Agency in Littleton, a non-profit housing development organiza- 
tion. Funds are being used to purchase and rehabilitate multi-family rental 
housing units for the benefit of low- and moderate-income households in 
the northern part of Grafton County. 


During 1992 the Commissioners continued efforts to inform county resi- 
dents about county government, encouraging tours of county facilities 
and holding information sessions for local officials and other groups. 


The Grafton County Board of Commissioners hold regular weekly meet- 
ings on Tuesdays (note the change from Thursdays) at 9:00 a.m. at the 
Administration Building on Route 10 in North Haverhill. All meetings are 
open to the public, and we encourage attendance by the public and 
the press. Please call the Commissioners’ Office at 787-6941 for further 
information or to request a speaker or our slide show on county govern- 
ment for school and civic groups. 
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In closing we wish to express our sincere appreciation to local Officials, 
agencies and the public for cooperating in our efforts to serve the citizens 
of Grafton County.

WHAT WE DO 

Provide service to member towns: We spend a lot of time answering ques- 
tions about planning issues, providing detailed answers to detailed ques- 
tions. Examples include: reviewing an ordinance, providing a linkage toa 
state or federal program, reviewing a proposed development project, 
explaining how a certain aspect of planning usually works, investigating 
what is appropriate in a given situation, exploring alternative solutions for 
a particular problem. We provide a library of pertinent planning informa- 
tion. We do transportation planning, master plans, ordinances, natural 
resource planning, capital improvement programs, impact fee studies, 
opinion surveys, impact studies for large projects and other special studies 
of many sorts. We also provide a forum for regional issues.

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HOSPICE OF THE UPPER VALLEY, INC. 


Hospice of the Upper Valley, Inc. (HUV) is a voluntary, community-based 
human service organization which addresses issues of life-threatening ill- 
ness, death and bereavement. Our emphasis is on caring; we encourage 
ourselves and others to attend to the wholeness of each person and to 
affirm as well as support one another — caregivers and clients alike —in the 
spirit of love. Services include: direct patient/family care; volunteer, pro- 
fessional and community education; patient family advocacy; case man- 
agement; and influence in the development of public policy. The work of 
volunteers in the delivery of patient/family care is the mainstay of Hospice. 


Our major sources of income are from memorial gifts, individual dona- 
tions, and town support. We gratefully acknowledge the support we have 
received from Lyme in the past and hope you will continue to support our 
services. 


The care patients and families receive is overseen and guided by the Hos- 
pice Interdisciplinary Team, which includes at least one representative 
from the following professions: clergy, discharge planner, Hospice nurse, 
home health nurse, oncology nurse, physician, social worker, Hospice vol- 
unteer. In order to insure comprehensive medical and case management 
services, Hospice participates in the Hospice Regional Network (with six 
area home health agencies and four other volunteer Hospice programs) 
to provide the Medicare Hospice Benefit. 


For the first eleven months in 1992 Hospice served 330 patient/families in 
our various areas of service, of which 6 have been from Lyme. 


In 1991, 125 patient/family units received Hospice nursing assessment and 
consultation, volunteer assistance with routine tasks or respite care In 
home, hospital, or nursing home. 141 families received support and guia- 
ance in their grief through our support groups for bereaved children and 
on-going adult support groups. Another 50 people coping with issues 
related to death and dying received short-term counseling, and 125 
received information or refferal to other services. Hospice trained AIDS 
buddies provided ccre to 11 people. 
Hospice of the Upper Valley services are available free of charge in 
Upper Valley towns including: Canaan, Dorchester, Enfield, Grafton, 
Hanover, Haverhill, Lebanon, Lyme, Orange, Orford, Piermont and Plain- 
field in New Hampshire; and Barnard, Bradford, Bridgewater, Corinth, Fair- 
lee, Hartford, Hartland, Newbury, Norwich, Plymouth, Pomfret, Reading, 
Thetford, Toosham, Vershire, West Fairlee, West Windsor, Windsor, and 
Woodstock in Vermont.

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HEADREST 


Headrest, the Upper Valley's 24-Hour Crisis Hotline and Information & 
Referral Service, thanks the people of Lyme for their support. Now in our 
23rd year of continuous operation, Headrest serves Lyme residents in 
many ways: 


24-Hour Hotline: In an emergency, someone is always available at Head- 
rest to offer personal support and help to locate resources. Headrest’s 
Hotline is certified by the American Association of Suicidology, and phone 
workers have special expertise in handling crises involving the use of alco- 
hol or drugs. Hotline workers are trained to be understanding, listen care- 
fully to the caller, and lend emotional support in a non-judgemental way. 


Information and Referral: People can call Headrest whenever they have 
a question or problem and are not sure where fo turn. Headrest’s com- 
puterized Information & Referral service has information on local services, 
tenants’ & consumers’ rights, drugs & alcohol, legal assistance, counseling 
services, and support groups. We have also been designated by ACORN 
to be a contact point for information on AIDS issues. 


Shelter for the Homeless: Safe lodging is offered to homeless people 
referred to Headrest by local police, hospitals, churches, and mental 
health centers. Also, supervised overnight lodging and follow up counsel- 
ing Is available for intoxicated persons with funding from the NH Office of 
Alcohol & Drug Abuse Prevention. 


Alcohol and Drug Programs: Headrest offers information, educational pre- 
sentations, plus individual, family and group counseling around substance 
abuse issues. Headrest is virtually the only free or low cost drug & alcohol 

counseling service in the Upper Valley. In 1991 Headrest also offered three 
different kinds of group counseling: a general group for alcohol and other 
drug abusers, two womens groups and a STOP group for men who batter. 


Teenline: Headrest’s Teenline has been operating since March 1990. This 
24-hour "talkline" for teens anywhere in Vermont or New Hampshire (1-800- 
639-6095) can be an important source of support for teens concerned 
about their own or others’ drug & alcohol problems, who may be 
depressed or suicidal, victims of abuse, or who may just be in need of a 
caring listener. It is particularly effective in helping to reduce the isolation 
felt by young people in rural areas. 


Note: Complete financial information and statistics are on file with the 
Town. In 1992, 28 Lyme residents called Headrest’s 24-Hour Hotline a total 
of 42 times, including 3 suicide calls, 6 having to do with alcohol or other 
drug problems, and 18 requests for counseling.

The past year has once again been a busy one for the Lyme School 
Board. We are now supporting 205 students in the elementary school and 
tuition 68 students to other schools. The stresses caused by increased 
enrollment and an inadequate facility continue to demand our attention. 
As part of its goal setting process, the board targets several major initia- 
tives each year. We are working to identify the most appropriate solutions 
to our facility issues and to present those options to the community. 


Another goal chosen by the Board involves communication between the 
community and our school. We are working to exchange information in 
many ways. The School Board held a joint meeting with the Budget Com- 
mittee in November. At this meeting the two groups sought to identify 
ways to improve an exchange of information regarding school programs, 
school finances and the budgeting process. Feeling that such a forum 
was valuable, the two groups agreed to continue to meet on a quarterly 
basis. 


The Board is also pleased to report on the organization of the School 


Community Involvement Program (S.C.I.P.). Interested community mem-

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LYME SCHOOL PHILOSOPHY 
APRIL 1992 


Lyme, New Hampshire is a small town with exceptional opportunities to 
educate its children. Its citizens come from a variety of backgrounds: 
some have a long tradition of working the land and have deep roots in 
our community; others are teachers, professionals, business men and 
women who have come to Lyme more recently. Our children are thus 
exposed to many points of view. They have an opportunity to learn the 
solid values of New England, about the importance of hard work well 
done, and an appreciation for natural beauty and the outdoors. At the 
same time, our children can learn about the world at large and prepare 
for life in an age where, as many have said, the only constant will be 
change. The Lyme School must build on this opportunity to educate our 
children, helping each to lay a solid foundation of knowledge and quality 
of character, and to foster an ability to deal creatively and positively with 
the circumstances and opportunities of the future. 


In the same spirit, we wish to lay a solid foundation for the Lyme School 
and its direction and actions. This statement of our philosophy, our beliefs 
and our intentions forms that foundation. 


We believe that all individuals have a need to feel valued and capable. 
We will promote an educational environment in which each child can 
participate at the level to which he or she is capable, and to regularly 
experience academic and personal success. We will work hard to foster 
an atmosphere of mutual respect and trust among and between stu- 
dents, teachers, administrators, school board members, parents and 
other citizens of Lyme. 


We believe that each student must be able to conduct his or her life and 
succeed in an increasingly complex, more highly competitive, and more 
demanding world. We will provide firm grounding in the academic basics, 
including spoken and written English; language and culture of other 
countries; mathematics; history; the physical, biological, and social sci- 
ences. We will provide instruction in the use of technology, including 
computers and other information technologies. We will promote an 
awareness of the environment on which we, as individuals and as a soci- 
ety, depend — and how we can influence it in positive and negative 
ways. We will help children learn to identify problems, anticipate possible 
outcomes, work to identify solutions, and carry them out. We will assist 
children to develop an ability to collaborate, to communicate and inter- 
act in positive and effective ways with others.

We will help 
each child to learn to work cooperatively, to share responsibility, and to 
contribute to our community through personal participation. 


We believe that Lyme and its citizens are an essential, inseparable part of 
the education of Lyme’s children.
